WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (UP)— 
House Republicans and some New 
Deal Democrats joined forces to-

157 vote, probably scuttled hopes 
for Congressional adjournment 
Saturday. The measure now goes 
back to a Senate-House conference 
committee for further study. It 
may take days for the conference | 
to work out a bill that can win a | 
majority in both House and 
Senate. 


Democratic leaders had ex-| 
pected that the bill would pass its | 
House test easily and that the 
Senate would complete Congres- 
sional action on the measure later 
in the day. 

On the final vote, 122 Demo- 
crats, 34 Republicans and Repre- 
sentative Frazier Reams (Ind.), 
Ohio, voted for the bill. Voting | 
against it were 139 Republicans | 
and 64 Democrats.

The situation 
began to boil violently in March 
of this year with the assassina- 
tion of Gen. Ali Razmara, Pre- 
mier of Iran. Since then a for- 
mer education minister of Iran, 
a former premier of Lebanon and 
King Abdullah of Jordan also 
have been murdered.

St. Louisan Denies Move

Salomon quit the non-salaried 
post three days after the resigna- 
tion. of William M. Boyle Jr., 
chairman of the Democratic com- 
mittee. 3 
Salomon, an insurance execu- 
tive and protege of the late Post- 
master General Robert E. Hanne- 
gan, announced his resignation 
after a call on President Truman. 
The St. Louisan said his resig- 


nation had “nothing whatsoever” 
to do with the “political influ- 
ence’ to do with the “political in- 
fluence” investigation but was 
based “entirely” on the belief that 
the new party chairman should 
pick his own treasurer. 
Says Truman Agrees. 
President Truman 


should have “free rein” to pick 


The President understood that 
since Salomon had given neariy 
16 months to the committee post, 
he was entitled to step out, Salo- 
mon said. 

Salomon took the position as 
party treasurer at the suggestion 
of Boyle, he said today. He now 
plans to devote more time to the 
St. Louis Browns, serving as ex- 
ecutive vice president, Salomon 
said. 

In his letter of resignation to 
Boyle, Salomon wrote in part: 

“It is with regret that I learned 
of your decision to resign from 
the chairmanship of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, al- 
though I fully appreciate your 
reasons. 

“Since I feel that the new chair- 
man should have the opportunity 
to select a treasurer, I am sub- 
mitting my resignation to you, to 
be presented to the national com- 
mittee at the meeting to be held 
in the very near future.” 

Appointed in 1950. 

Boyle announced Salomon's ap- 
pointment as party’ treasurer 
Aug. 17, 1950. Salomon is 41 
years old and 1s president of Sal- 
omon, Hannegan, Portnoy & As- 
sociates. 

Hannegan, a former chairman 
of the Democratic committee, ap- 
pointed Salomon as his executive 
assistant in the Post Office De- 
partment in August 1945 and he 
held that positioh until Novem-

SENDING U.S, GROUP 
TO YUGOSLAVIA ON | 
ARMS AID STUDIED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP)— | 
The United States and Yugoslavia 
are reported to be negotiating an 
agreement which would permit an 
American military advisory group 
to be stationed in Yugoslavia. 

Gen, J. Lawton Collins, United 
States Army Chief of Staff, is re- 
ported to have discussed this with 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz during 
his two-day visit to Belgrade. Tito 
was said to be doubtful about the 
proposition. 

The duties of the proposed mis- 
sion. would be to make certain 
that Americans weapons, if sent 
to Yugoslavia, would be utilized 
properly. 

No decision, according to in- 
formed officials, has yet been 
made bv the American Govern- 
ment on whether to send Ameri- 
can arms to Yugoslavia. But it 
is believed virtually certain that 
the United States will agree to do 
so if satisfactory arrangements 
are worked out for supervising 
their use.

Senator Arkley W. Frieze (Rep.), 
of Carthage, offered an amend- 
ment to set up a new schedule of 
fees which would raise about 
$6,000,000 a year, an increase of 
$2,000,000 annually. 

The pending bill, carrying out 
the recommendations recently 
made by the joint commission on 
highway needs after a compre- 
hensive stud yof Missouri’s road 
problems this summer, would in- 
crease the aggregate truck and 
bus fees from $4,000,000 to $12,- 
000,000 annually. 


Frieze contended the fees pro- 
posed in the bill are “arbitrary 
and unfair” because some trucks 
operated by common carrier first 
would obtain a reduction in fees, 
while other classes of truckers, 
particularly the local haulers who 
use the highways ‘-very little, 
would be required to pay big in- 
creases. 

In reply, backers of the high- 
way betterment program, de- 
clared that only a few fee reduc- 
tions would result from the bill, 
and they pointed out that the 
bulk of the trucks operating 
across state would be required to 
pay higher fees on a parity with 
common carrier operators. 

Senator Floyd R. Gibson 
(Dem.), of Independence, told the 
Senate that the highway program 
would be wrecked if the Frieze 
amendment was adopted. “If we 
are going to widen and modern- 
ize our highways in the interest 
of safety and convenience, we 
have got to have ‘more money, 
and part of it should come from 
the biggest users of the roads,” 
he said. 

Also pending before the Senate 
is a House-approved bill to in- 
crease the state gasoline tax from 
2 to 3 cents a gallon. It is ex- 
pected to bring in an additional

A formal complaint charging 
the Calvary Cemetery Association 
with violating federal price reg- 
ulations in 124 separate transac- 
tions was filed today with the 
Office of Price Stabiliza‘ion by 
the J. J. Hetley Monument Co., 
5224 West Florissant avenue. 

The complaint. charged the 
cemetery association with violating 
OPS regulations through setting 
up fees for furnishing informa- 
tion to monument dealers which 
previously was given without 
charge; increasing prices for cer- 
tain types 0” monument founda- 
tions, which the cemetery installs; 
failure to construct the founda- 
tions to depths specified, and 
using grave stones removed from 
private lots as foundation ma- 
terial for monuments on other 
graves. 

A spokesman for OPS said an 
investigation of the complaints is 
being conducted by the enforce- 
ment division to determine if 
legal action against the cemetery 
association is indicated. Ceme- 
teries are subject to price regula- 
tion, the spokesman added. 

The complaint charged that 
grave stones, removed last sum- 
mer in a beautification program 
in Catholic cemeteries, have been 
broken up for use as aggregate in 
the construction of new monu- 
ment foundations. The use of old 
stones, the complaint contends, 
does not meet the cemetery asso- 
ciation’s own specifications for 
“solid concrete foundations.” 

Calvary Cemetery Association 
administers four archdiocesan 
cemeteries here. Individuals 
named in the complaint were 
Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter, titu- 
lar president of the association; 
the Rev. Joseph R. Hartnett, 
archdiocesan director of ceme- 
teries, and eight laymen who are 
directors of the association. 

The OPS reported that ‘“‘a large 
number” of inquiries have been 
made recently involving transac- 
tions of the cemetery association. 

Violations of OPS regulations 
fall in two classes, civil or crim- 
inal. In civil cases persons dam- 
aged may collect treble damages. 
A willful violation is classed as 
criminal, and is subject, on con- 
viction, to maximum penalties of 
one year in jail, a $10,000 fine, or 
both.” 

The new fees for “information,” 
effective Oct. 1, are predicated on 
the number of graves in a burial 
lot, monument dealers who re- 
ceived notices of the fees re- 
ported.

Education on High Dams 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Rufus Terral of your editorial staff 
points out, in an article reprinted from 
The Survey magazine, that more big 
reservoirs are needed to stop disastrous 
floods in the Missouri river basin. I 
agree with him. 

However, I note that every time a 
large reservoir is proposed in this part 
of the country, it is opposed strongly 
by farmers whose lands would have to 
be bought up for this purpose. On the 
other hand, the proponents of the 
reservoir, those who would benefit by 
it, are usually very unenergetic in their 
support. As a result, Congress shies 
away from the reservoirs in this vi- 
cinilty. 

While the opposition of the affected 
land owners can be understood it 
should be remembered that they get 
paid well for any land taken by the Gov- 
ernment. All public improvements, be 
they railroads, highways or reservoirs, 
involve inconvenience to the few for 
the benefit of the many. 

In 1937, the Ohio river valley had a 
disastrous flood. As a result, the people 
of that valley got together and de- 
manded from Congress, funds for dams, 
levees and flood walls. They got them. 
Many of these flood control improve- 
ments have since been completed, and 
others are being constructed. Soon, the 
Ohio valley will be immune to major 
flood damage. 

If the people of the Missouri river 
basin want congressional action on a 
large scale they have.to be united in 
their backing of reservoirs, levees and 
flood walls. It appears, that even today, 
after the terrible flood of last summer, 
many people in our valley do not un- 
derstand the importance of reservoirs 
in controlling major floods. 

They have to be educated. This edu- 
cating cannot be done by government 
agencies. It has to be carried out by 
semi-public bodies and particularly by 
the press. 

Mr. Terral and the Post-Dispatch 
would render a great public service if 
they would undertake to educate their 
readers on the great importance of 
dams and big reservoirs.

Mr. Truman’s Peace Bid 


It can be said that President Truman’s speech 
at the new Wake Forest College site was repeti- 
tious. But it represented a kind of repetitious- 
ness which is immensely important today. 

It was not the first time that the President— 
or other Western statesmen, for that matter— 
had expressed willingness to participate in frank 
and sincere discussion in the hope that this 
might raise from the face of the world the black 
veil of fear. 

We ardently hope that this is not the last time 
it will be said. We trust that this message will 
be repeated until it achieves its purpose. 

So we trust that- Mr. Truman will not let it 
rest as just a suitably high-minded sentiment 
expressed on the occasion of an academic 
ground-breaking. We hope, instead. that he will 
make it a matter of serious diplomacy. 

Not only should the United States be ready 
at all times to talk peace, but this country 
should be every bit as determined to bring 
about a peace agreement as it is determined 
to maintain the strength which is needed in 
the absence of such agreement. 

The grim truth, of course, is that it takes two 
sides to talk seriously about peace. After the 
Russian tirades at U.N., the Red evasiveness in 
the Paris discussions which were to have 
brought the foreign ministers together, or the 
frustrations of the Korean truce talks, it is hard 
to believe that the Communist protestations of 
peaceful intent are made with any considerable 
measure of sincerity. 

That is up to them. The American people 
should do everything they can to make it clear 
that when they talk of peace—and the detailed 
arrangements such as control of the atomic 
bomb through which peace is made real—they 
are not stalling. They are not talking platitudes 
for the record. They are not spinning masks to 
cover warlike intent. 

Obviously, it is very difficult to make this 
understood in the Kremlin. But the attempt to 
do so is the most impertant activity in the 
World, and there is no danger that it will be- 
come too repetitious. 


kight Months Ago 

Our Mirror of Public Opinion today contains 
an editorial on Senators Taft of Ohio and 
McCarthy of Wisconsin, from Life magazine. It 
says that the Republican party owes no debt to 
the Wisconsin name-caller and that Senator Taft 
would be foolish to claim so.

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Bright Spot in the Philippines 

The most helpful news to come from the 
Philippines in weeks is a report from Robert S. 
Elegant that the Communist-led Hukbalahap 
guerillas have failed to win over the Filipino 
farmers in much of the country north of Manila. 
In the long run this news may prove more im- 
portant than the fiscal and political reforms 
now being undertaken by the new Republic, or 
than its occasional military successes. . 

Mr. Elegant states that most of the farm peo- 
ple in the Luzon lowlands have fled to larger 
cities, where they enjoy the -protection of the 
Philippine Army. Like the Chinese Communists, 
the Huks have tried to base their guerilla re- 
volt on the acquiescence, if not active support, 
of the peasants. But their troops have misbe- 
haved so irresponsibly that the farmers now fear 
and shun them. 

While this report covers only one small area. 
it does show an error in the Hukbalahap cam- 
paign. If the same error is repeated in other 
sections, the Communist-inspired revolt cannot 
possibly succeed. The attempted revolution in 
the Philippines is a direct copy of the Red 
revolt in China, which means that it must 
appear to be sympathetic with the plight of 
the farmers. When popular sympathy subsides, 
rebellion subsides with it. 
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Nothing Less Will Do 

Senator Kem of Missouri is among those to 
propose that President Truman move against 
the RFC-Internal Revenue Bureau scandals by 
following the excellent example of Calvin Cool- 
idge in the 1920s. 

What President Coolidge’ did was to appoint 
two outstanding and incorruptible men, Attlee 
Pomerene, Democrat, and Owen J. Roberts, 
Republican, to prosecute the Harding Adminis- 
tration oil reserve frauds. This is the proper 
course as indicated by the fact that it has also 
been proposed for Mr. Truman in the Boston 
Herald and other newspapers as well as in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

We hope the White House occupant can rise 
above cronyism sufficiently to do that which is 
so obviously required. 


Why No Action at Keesler Field? 

Outside of sending plasma and letters, there 
is little that can be done directly to aid soldiers 
fighting in Korea. But there is a lot that can be 
done to aid many youths still in training camps. 
Some 30,000 Keesler Air Force Base trainees, 
averaging 18 years in age, are losing a large 
part of their $4,000,000 monthly payroll to 
gambling racketeers in and around Biloxi. Edwin 
A. Lahey told in a Chicago Daily News-Post- 
Dispatch report of the way civilian law enforce- 
ment has broken down and inexperienced youths 
are being fleeced by Biloxi parasites. 

Worst of all, he reported that when he asked 
the commanding officer, Maj. Gen. James F. 
Powell, why he did not detlare all gambling 
joints out of bounds, the general replied that 
he had asked for authority to move against the 
gamblers but had not received it. Commanding 
generals have frequently protected their men 
from just such setups as exist at Biloxi by 
declaring the places out of bounds for their 
personnel. It is difficult to believe that anyone 
with authority over Gen. Powell would do any- 
thing but co-operate with’ him in a campaign 
against the Biloxi gamblers. 

Gen. Powell would do well to reflect on the 
form letter sent out over his signature to the 
parents of trainees who arrive at his base. It 
contains this line: “While your son is here we 
will be concerned with his moral and general 
welfare.” And: “I send you my personal greet- 
ings, assuring you of my sincere interest in him 
and my concern for his welfare.’

reads Mr. Lahey’s sordid story of the bilking 
of the 18-year-olds in money-grabbing Biloxi’? 
It must be a mixture of anger, fear, despair 
and also of distrust in the upper levels of our 
armed forces.

It ought to be more than enough 
to spur him into action. 
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Men Around the President 


Evidence that the Department of Justice twice 
tried to block the grand jury investigation of 
the St. Louis Internal Revenue Collector's office 
is another reminder that the responsibility for 
the Finnegan case, the Boyle case, and others 
goes straight to President Truman. 

As scandal after scandal about his Administra- 
tion has come out, a tendency has developed to 
excuse the President on the score that he is 


the unlucky victim of his friends. Several well- | 


established cliches make the point that a man 
can take ‘care of his enemies, but is helpless 
against his friends; and these are being invoked 
in the President’s behalf. 

What these old saws overlook is that the kind 
of friends-a person has usually expresses in 
some degree the kind of person he is, It is 
unfortunately true that Mr. Truman seems to 
have had a genius for gathering around him 
associates, ranging all the way from his per- 
sonal physician to his principal party leader, 
who have no scruples against using their posi- 
tions for private gain. 

This does not argue any moral turpitude in 
Mr. Truman, but it does demonstrate a deplor- 
able insensitivity to the improper conduct of his 
cronies and the persons he has elevated to 
high station. 

Mr. Truman did have a defense against his 
friends, had he chosen to employ it. It was to 
create in his Administration a standard of con- 
duct so high and so unmistakable that none 
of his cronies could violate it and remain his 
friend. This he unfortunately has never done, 
and today the consequence is falling not only 
upon his friends but upon himself. - 

If Mr. Boyle embarrassed the President by 
mixing private and official activities, it is be- 
cause Mr. Truman did not require him to do 
otherwise. If Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
failed to clean up the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue, it is because Mr. Truman did not require 
him to. If Attorney General McGrath sought 
to interfere with the grand jury investigation, 
it is because Mr. Truman implicitly allowed it. 

There is simply no way around the truth that 
an Administration is the lengthened shadow of 
the man who heads it. 
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Noise in the Court 

An issue of wide interest as well as importance 
has been taken by the Supreme Court for de- 
cision in its new term. This is the question of 
so-called transit radio—broadcasting to captive 
audiences in busses and streetcars. 

The case comes up from Washington where 
some determined as well as unwilling listeners 
decided to carry as high as necessary their 
protest against this invasion of their privacy. 
But there are citizens of many other communi- 
ties who will be sitting in the courtroom, so 
to speak, when the case is argued. 

St. Louisans will be there and also residents 
of Kansas City, Pittsburgh, Des Moines, Cincin- 
nati, Omaha and Jacksonville. Still other com- 
munities with an immediate stake in the decision 
are Flint, Mich.; Tacoma, Wash.; Trenton, N.J.: 
Worcester, Mass., and Bradbury Heights, Md. 
All have forced listening on mass transport. 

The record before the Supreme Court presents 
a Federal District Judge, Edward A. Tamms, 
who found no invasion of constitutional rights, 
overruled by the Federal Court of Appeals. In 
the overruling opinion, Judge Henry W. Edger- 
ton said that the effect of broadcasting to riders 
who had no choice but to listen did “deprive 
objecting passengers of liberty without due 
process of law.” 

There is no close precedent in the Supreme 
Court for deciding this issue. To a large degree 
the Justices will be breaking new and important 
ground. But it is ground not without its guides, 
as those who adhere to the Bill of Rights are 
well aware. 

Meantime the transit rado operators would 
do well to keep their broadcasts turned down 
to a modest volume. Busses and streetcars with 
raucous blasts are all too common, Now they 
are going to the august Supreme Court and they 
surely do not want to. be cited for contempt 
because of noisy disrespect! 
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A Matter of Mathematics 

Now that Congress has fairly high hopes of 
adjourning by the week's end, there is a chance 
for a preview of its record on its favorite theme 
—economy. 

The theme, we admit, was more popular at 
the start of the session than near the session’s 
end. When President Truman submitted a budget 
running to 71 billion dollars and then had the 
temerity to say that he did not see how it could 
be cut, the economy-singers on Capitol Hill 
really hit high C. 

They are at the other end of the scale now— 
and diminuendo and pianissimo at that. Could 
it be because it now seems clear that by the 
time it adjourns Congress will have approved 
appropriations of well over 90 billions? 

Pay-as-you-go was the other theme which Con- 
gress played in counterpoint with economy. Mr. 
Truman liked that, too, and asked for 16 bil- 
lions in extra taxes. But Congress is winding 
up with only $5,750,000,000. According to the 
best estimates, this should bring the Govern- 
ment’s income for the year to ‘something more 
than 50 billions. 

The point of it all? A bigger deficit. A big- 
ger debt. 
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On the Revision of Treaties 


The State Department indicates that it intends 
to press forward plans to revise the Italian peace 
treaty despite Russian objections and Russia's 
attachment of impossible conditions to revision. 

It is perhaps too early to know whether the 
Department is making such talk primarily for 
the purpose of bolstering the DeGasperi Gov- 
ernment, or whether it actually intends to re- 
vise the treaty without Soviet consent, which 
would amount in effect to repudiation. 

Just this week, the State Department notified 
Egypt in its most mellifluous tones that: 


The United States Government believes 
that proper respect for international obli- 
gations requires that they (the British- 
Egyptian treaties) should be altered by in- 
ternational agreement rather than by uni- 
lateral action of one of the parties. 

How to square this very sound principle with 


a policy of rewriting the Italian treaty without 
the consent of one of its signatories? The United 
States can hardly stand before the world on the 
proposition that small powers may not repudiate 
treaties but that big powers may do so. | 

We hope the State Department has an answer 
to this in mind if it seriously contemplates uni- 
lateral revision of the Italian pact.

The relationship between Senators Taft 
and McCarthy is a subject which colum- 
nists have worked over many times. 
Many of them have challenged Taft to re- 
pudiate his colleague from Wisconsin. 


It has been a timely subject for months. 
But now it is getting urgent. We urge 
some reflections on the Senator from 
Ohio. 


Taft is the strongest single Republican 
and the front-running candidate for the 
’*52 nomination. His great assets are brains 
and integrity. 


McCarthy is the seeming patentee of 
what many politicos think will be the No. 1 
issue in the °52 campaign—Communist in- 
fluence in Washington. His assets are 
his patent claim and a certain minklike 
cunning. 


There is a parallelism of interest be- 
tween these two Republicans, though no 
special alliance, Taft truly says, “My rela- 
tions with Joe McCarthy are just the same 
as they are with 44 
other Republican 
Senators.” 

Taft has publicly 
differed with McCar- 
thy on Marshall: “I 
do not agree with 
Senator McCarthy's 
accusation of con- 
spiracy or treason, 
but....” Yet even 
a correct and non- 
committal relation- 
ship may, in politics, 
he dangerous. 

McCarthy is getting 
dangerous to Tafi. 

The McCarthy 


technique is nothing new in United States 


politics. In every election since i940, the 
Democrats have tried to link the Repub- 
lican presidential candidate with the Nazis 
or Communists or both, 


To a man in Taft's position, it is tempt- 
ing to condone McCarthy's methods on 
the ground that the Democrats had it com- 
ing to them. They certainly had. 


Yet there are really only three practical 
courses for Candidate Taft to adopt on 
McCarthy. He must either indorse him, 
tolerate him or repudiate him. 


Nation Owes Nothing to Joe 


There is an argument for indorsing 
McCarthy. It runs as follows: The Hiss 
case revealed a frightening degree of 
Communist infiltration in the government. 
To this and subsequent revelations the 
Administration reacted with Hisslike 
scorn, Truman actually calling the charges 
a “red herring.” 

Naturally the public got more suspicious, 
not less. “The big doubt” was born, and 
McCarthy, far from creating it, simply 
gave it a voice for which the people are 
rightly grateful. Somebody had to arouse 
Congress, get the truth out, fight fire 
with fire. 


This argument was plausible a year ago. 
But the Korean war, plus the needling of 
their serious critics, has forced both Tru- 
man and Acheson into a position beyond 
all suspicion of pro-Communism. The 
same events have forced on the State De- 
partment an investigation of suspect em- 
ployes as thorough as it was belated. 


In short, Communist infiltration of gov- 
ernment is no longer a legitimate worry. 
And to prolong it as an issue is to be- 
cloud the much more pressing questions 
to which our political energies should be 
addressed. 

Taft might agree with this while wish- 
ing to give Joe some credit for the change. 
But Joe’s methods, even if they were 
ever necessary (which is hard to believe), 
are not responsible for the comparative 
security against internal Communism we 
enjoy today. 


That security is due to the entirely dif- 
ferent methods of the FBI, the McCarr 
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Committee and the Wood Committee. who 
are engaged in mop-up operations. Unlike 
McCarthy's their methods identify actual 
Communists and fellow travelers. 

In short, the nation owes no debt to Joe 
McCarthy. Taft would be foolish to claim 
it did. 

The second approach to the McCarthy 
problem is far more tempting. If Taft 
simply continues to tolerate him, as he 
has done up to now, he might hope to 
keep. clean and yet collect political royal- 
ties on the McCarthy patent. Any prac- 
tical politician would naturally want to 
have it both ways. 

His alleged patent has made McCarthy 
a formidable political force. The surpris- 
ing defeat in ‘50 of ex-Senators Lucas, 
Myers and especially Tydings, in which 
McCarthy's charges were a determining 
factor, sent a chill down the spine of every 
politico in the land. 


A mere handful of quixotic Republican 
Senators dared to sign Margaret Chase 
Smith's “Declaration of Conscience’ 
against McCarthy last June. Half the 
Democrats and most of the Republicans in 
Congress are paralyzed with fear of Joe. 


» Truth and Decency at Stake 


And yet a patent taken out in ‘50 may 
not be good in '52. If the true bearings 
of the Communist issue are not what Joe 
represents them to be, it will not take the 
American voter forever to find that out. 


Truman did say “red herring,” Ache- 
son did refuse to “turn my back on Alger 
Hiss” and Marshall was disastrously wrong 
(not treasonable) about China. Against 
this record of wrongness, folly and fuzzy- 
mindedness the Republicans have a precise 
and devastating case. 


Taft himself knows just how to make 
this case. But when they talk like McCar- 
thy, Republicans do not merely exaggerate 
their case, they phony it. By ‘52 this 
phoniness is very likely to boomerang. 


One veteran politico, so betting, has 
stopped being afraid of Joe McCarthy. He 
is Harry Truman. As Democratic strategist 
he has declared open season on the Sen- 
ator. 

It is a shrewdly timed counter-attack on 
the most vulnerable target—in fact, the 
only visible target—on the Republican 

side. It even tends to 
spike the Republican 
guns, for the best- 
deserved blows will 
now be mislabeled 
“McCarthyism.” 

Can Truman man- 
age to make more 
political capital of 
McCarthy than the 
Republicans can 
make of Hiss, China 
and Bill Boyle? It 
seems unthinkable, 
but it could happen. 
For Communism, Mc- 

nad P Carthy version, will 

Senator McCarthy oe a sii tee te 
‘52; but McCarthyism is not and never 
will be a phony issue, because truth and 
decency are at stake. 


Senator Taft has a special stake in truth 
and decency. They are popularly and cor- 
rectly associated with his name. 


There are hundreds of thousands, maybe 
millions, of Americans who, though dis- 
agreeing with Taft on other matters, would 
willingly and prayerfully vote for Taft and 
integrity in corrupt times like these. But 
how will they vote if his name is also asso- 
ciated with McCarthyism? 


On that issue the truth-and-decency vote 
will require a stand. The have-it-both-ways 
game is about over. Joe is becoming a 
liability and a danger, both to the Republi- 
cans and the nation. 

Those responsible for Taft's presidential 
candidacy have here a real opportunity. 
They should renounce and repudiate all

The Irgun 


THE REVOLT. by Menachem Begin. (Henry Schuman, 

386 pas, $4.) 

This is the now-it-can-be-told story of 
the Jewish underground’s fight against the 
British for what was then Palestine. The 
author is a man accustomed to suppres- 
sion: the Russians sent him to a forced- 
labor camp in Siberia in 1940. One thing 
he discovered there was that reasonable 
argument with Communist officials was 
impossible: they discussed things with you 
only in order to secure confessions. 


With this memory, before him, Begin 
organized the Jewish underground known 
as the Irgun, and used it against the 
British forces then occupying Palestine. 
Followed more violence and death. The 
blowing up of the King David Hotel in 
Jerusalem killed and injured 200 people. 
A group of British sergeants was hanged. 
Ofticers were flogged. Why? Begin ex- 
plains if very carefully, since this is the 
core of his philosophy. 


“It is axiomatic that those who have to 
fight have to hate.” he savs. What the 
Irgun hated was foreign rule and the Jews’ 
own defenselessness. Never at a loss for 
words, he argues this neatly to the con- 
clusion that such hate “is nothing less 
than a manifestation of the highest human 
feeling, love.” 

* . . 

There was a good deal of cloak-and-dag- 
ger stuff about the Irgun’s operations and 
about Begin himself, since the British had 
put a big price on his head. Visitors were 
always dropping in, mostly from America. 
and wanted to meet the man who had 
thumbed a nose at the British. (Every- 
body's doing it now.) His meeting with 
Arthur Koestler, for example, took place 
in a dark room, and Koestler frantically 
(but vainly) puffed cigarette after ciga- 
rette trying to catch a glimpse of the 
Irgun leader. 


Now it is all over, and the Jews have 
their country. Today butter is more im- 
portant than guns, and Begin, instead of 
planning new campaigns, has busied him- 
self writing this passionate history of his 
old ones. The act of birth is not a pleasant 
one, and the Irgun’s part in Israel's birth 
must be written off as part of the neces- 
sary pain and suffering. This is a report 
by one of the attendant physicians.

However, it continued, the 
President’s executive order ex- 
tending to civilian agencies of 
Government the authority to 
classify news as secret—‘inevit- 
ably will result in suppressing 
news not related to defense, to 
the end that people of the United 
States will be deprived of knowl- 
edge of the activities of those by 
whom they are governed.” 


Associated Press President De- 
nounces Order. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 16 (AP) 
—Robert McLean, president of 
the Associated Press, said yester- 
day a newspaper must serve the 
public first and always and de- 
clared excessive censorship of 
news by any government is a 
threat “to our liberties and our 

national strength.” 

McLean, publisher of the Phil- 
adelphia Evening and Sunday Bul- 
letin, asserted that President Tru- 
man’s recent security order in- 
vites “a creeping censorship of a 


kind never before established in 
this country in tithe of peace or 
even in time of war.” 

He made the statements in an

U.S. Likely to Get $400,000,000 
Of 2-Billion Betting Tax Potential 


Government Studies How to Enforce New 


Bill Which Puts 10 Pct. Levy on Bets 


Taken by Professional Gamblers. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP)— 
The nation’s numbers operators 
and betting bookmakers are sup- 
posed to come out from cover in 
the next two weeks. 

They are supposed to walk into 
Internal Revenue Bureau offices 
across the country and say, in 
effect: 

Sure, Bud, I run an illegal 
gambling business. Here are all 
the addresses where I operate, 
and here are the names of all the 
people who work for me. 

Now if you will take my $50 
and give me a federal tax stamp 
for gambling, I'll go back and 
post it conspicuously in my joint 
so everybody can see it. 

You think somebody’s dream- 
ing? 

No, those are the provisions of 
the new tax increase bill now in 
its final stages. It’s expected to 
become law and the gambling tax 
will go into effect Nov. 1. 

$50 Occupational Tax. 

The bill imposes a $50 occupa- 
tional tax on all those who make 
a business of receiving bets on 
sports events or operating lot- 
teries or numbers games. This 
provision calls for the gemblers 
to register, get a tax stamp and 
post it. 

Further, each gambling opera- 
tor is supposed to report the 
amount of his monthly business 
and pay a 10 per cent on all bets 
placed with him. Thus, next 
month, if a bookie takes in $10,- 
000 in horse race bets or a num- 
bers writer sells $10,000 in num- 
bers tickets, each would owe the 
Government $1000. 

Still worse for the gambling 
business, the Internal Revenue 
Bureau is supposed to keep a list 
of the taxpayers—i.e., gamblers— 
available for public inspection. 
And they get no immunity from 
criminal prosecution just because 
they pay the new tax. 

But nobody is kidding anybody. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau, 
which will administer the tax, is 
not expecting to be rushed by 
gamblers divulging all their 
secrets. 

That brings up the main ques- 
tion—how to enforce a tax on 
operations that are illegal in 
every state except Nevada. 

The new tax does not apply to 
parimutuel betting at race tracks, 
which is permitted by many states. 

Many Potential Headaches. 

Experts in the Treasury De- 
partment and Internal Revenue 
Bureau have been studying this 
problem for days. They say it 
has more potential headaches 
than any new tax provision in 
years. They are not ready to an- 
nounce major decisions but here 
is their general policy: 


Regulations will be issued 


shortly calling on all those cov- 
ered by the law to register ard 
get their tax stamps. Forms will 
be issued for providing the Gov- 
ernment all the information it 
wants and for turning in the 
monthly tax payments. 

This formal material will read 
like a strange mixture of law 
books and gambling jargon. 


Then the Government will sit 
back and wait a short while. The 
theory is to give everybody a 
chance to comply willingly—just 
like the Government assumes you 
will pay your income tax and 
starts checking after it finds that 
something is wrong. 

Some officials are inclined to 
scoff at the chances of really 
enforcing the law at all. Others 
are not so sure. 

The more optimistic view re- 
calls that more than 2000 tax 
agents already have been assigned 
to special racket squads to look 
into income tax returns of known 
or suspected racketeers. 


This is the type of investiga- | 


tion that put Al Capone behind 
bars and more recently has in- 
volved gambler Mickey Cohen 
and other underworld figures. 
$400,000,000 Expected. 


The total amount placed in , 


bets on sports events and lotteries 
has been estimated by the old 
Senate Crime Committee at 20 
billion dollars a year. At a flat 
10 per cent, that would mean 
two billion dollars in revenue. 
The official estimate of income 
from the new betting tax is only 


$400,000,000, or 20 per cent of || 


the potential. 

In writing the new law, Con- 
gress made it clear it does not 
intend to interfere with office 
football pools (a form of betting 
or lottery), church bingo pa -:es, 
Saturday night poker games 
among friends, or other friendly 
or social gaming. The tax ap- 


plies only to those who make a || 


business of gambling for profit. 
The House Ways and Means 

Committee specifically noted the 

bill does not affect “draw poker, 


stud poker and blackjack, rou- 
lette games, dice games such as 
craps, bingo games and the gam- 
bling wheels frequently encoun- 
tered at the country fairs and 
charity bazaars.” 

The committee recognized there 
would be difficulties in enforcing 
the gambling tax, but said the 
Internal Revenue Bureau ought 
to overcome these with a vigorous 
program of collecting the tax.

The Generalissimo scoffed at 
the idea that Chinese Red Dic- 
tator Mao Tse-tung might become 
“a Tito of the Far East.” | 

“The world must understand | 
that there is only one Tito pos- 
sible in the world,” the Generalis- 
simo stated. “The Russians have 
learned their lesson from the 
Yugoslav incident in Europe and 
are taking every possible precau- 
tion to prevent it from happening 
again. Every means—psychologi- 
cal and technical—is being used 
by the Reds to keep the Chinese 
in control. Chinese Reds are ut- 
terly dependent on them for key 
military equipment. The Russian 
technicians hold important jobs 
in transportation, communications, 
the mines and air fields. Com- 
munist strategy in China is Mos- 
cow strategy and will continue 
to be.” 

Agrees With M’Arthur. 

It was the general consensus 
at the table that Russia in the 
immediate future would continue 
to use satellite forces for its 
thrusts against the free world 
and that major probes of the 
future would continue to be in 
Asia since this area offers the 
greatest number of soft spots. 
Generalissimo Chiang’s views of | 
worla strategy are quite similar 
to those of Gen. MacArthur. He 
feels that an anti-Communist web | 
must be built on a world-wide 
basis. For the fall of Asia, for 
example, merely releases the total | 
strength of the Communist world 
for use against Europe, even as a 
compromise in Korea would mere- 
ly give the Chinese Reds an op- 
portunity to strike at much more 
profitable targets in Indochina or | 
Burma. 

Many years ago, in the world | 
of the 1930s, Chiang Kai-shek | 
predicted that the Japanese inva- 
sion of Manchuria would in due

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BOYLE QUITTING SNAGS 
AFL WAR ON DONNELLY 


Unions’ Arrangements for 
Meeting to Take Fight to 
Truman Upset. 


The resignation last Saturday 
of William M. Boyle Jr. as chair- 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee has delayed tempo- 
rarily plans of politically active 
AFL union leaders here to carry 
their fight against the nomination 
of Phil M. Donnelly for Gover- 
nor of Missouri to the White 
House. 

Leo F. Havey, business repre- 
sentative of the Bricklayers’ 
Union, made arrangements, while 
in Washington last week, for a 
meeting of the local AFL com- 
mittee with Boyle to discuss 
union opposition to Donnelly. 
Boyle’s resignation upset the ar- 
rangements, and the AFL com- 
mittee now has no immediate ap- 
pointment with top Democratic 
leaders. 

Havey, who returned to St. 
Louis late yesterday, and other 
members of the group now plan 
to seek an audience with Presi- 
dent Truman. The AFL commit- 
tee was formed before the recent 
Jefferson-Jackson day dinner for 
the purpose of withholding sup- 
port from candidates “unfair to 
organized labor.” 

Donnelly, who has indicated 
he may seek the nomination for 
another term as Governor, is the 
particular target of the union 
men because of his support of 
the King-Thompson utility no- 
strike law; the Madison labor 
regulatory law, since repealed, 
and his opposition to a St. Louis 
police union when he was Gov- 
ernor in 1945-49. 

Joseph C. Payne, executive sec- 
Tetary of the Building Trades 
Council, a member of the AFL 
committee, said that although 
Boyle’s sudden resignation inter- 
rupted plans of the committee, 
the AFL men preferred to carry 
their opposition direct to the 
President. The committee is hope- 
ful of making an early appoint- 
ment with Truman, Payne added. 


POPE ENTRUSTED 
STORY OF VISIONTO 
FATIMA LEGATE 


VATICAN CITY, Oct. 16 (UP) 
—Pope Pius XII entrusted Car- 
dinal Federico Tedeschini to an- 
nounce the “Fatima vision,” a 
high Vatican source said today. 


Cardinal Tedeschini disclosed 
the Pope’s vision Saturday to pil- 
grims at the shrine of Our Lady 
of Fatima, in Lisbon. The Por- 
tuguese shrine was chosen for 
the announcement because three 
Portuguese children said 33 years 
ago that they saw the Virgin 
there, 

The source said the cardinal 
was entrusted with the disclosure 
because he was papal legate to 
the Fatirfi celebrations and also 
he was pa#pal cardinal datary— 
or head of the Vatican curial of- 
fice where his functions include 
the dating of official documents. 

The Pope told Cardinal Tede- 
schini of the vision immediately 
after it 6cctrred in the papal 
gardens last year, the source 
said. It is said the Pope saw the 
Virgin Mary on three successive 
days as he looked up at the sun. 

The source said there was a 
“slight possibility” Cardinal Tede- 
schini might issue a document on 
the vision next month on the an- 
niversary of the Catholic dogma 
of the assumption of the Virgin 
Mary to Heaven. 


COMDR, SLATTERY TO LEAVE 
NAVAL AIR STATION POST 


Lt. Comdr. Bart J. Slattery Jr., 
public information officer at the 
Naval Air Station at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field for the last five years, 
has been ordered transferred to 
the Glenview Naval Air Station, 
near Chicago, in a similar capa- 
city, it was announced today. The 
transfer is effective Oct. 25. 

He will be succeeded here by 
Comdr, E. Clarke Ingraham, who 
has been public information of- 
ficer at the’ Los Alamitos Naval 
Air Station near Los Angeles. 
Comdr. Ingraham has already ar- 
rived at the station here. 

Before entering the Navy in 
1942 Comdr. Slattery was a radio 
announcer in St. Louis. He sesved 
in domestic posts and in thé Pa- 
cific theater, and was attached 
to the air group commander's 
staff aboard the U.S.S. Franklin 
when the carrier was badly dam- 
aged by Japanese kamikaze planes 
near Japan in March 1945. He 
was awarded the Bronze Star with 
combot “V.”

The 1600-ton craft is described 
by the Navy as its “most potent 
underseas vessel for offensive ac- 
tion against enemy surface ships.”

. fore going down with all hands 
in the Sea of Japan. It is shorter 
than older types, has no deck

Dr. Hauser, 
forced to squeeze football in 
with his Medical practice, had 
little assistance. As a result, 
contacts with high school 
sources of material slacked off, 
Minnesota no longer had a 
championship team to stir up 
excitement in the high schools, 
and basketball began to en- 
croach on high school interest 
in football. . 

By the time Bierman re- 
turned, the early winters that 
reduced outdoor November 
practice to a minimum had be- 
come regarded in the north 
country as an insurmountable 
impost, not a challenge to be 
laughed at and beaten, Cohane 
reports. The price of top foot- 
ball talent also had risen out 
of bounds and,‘as Don Faurot 
has discovered unhappily here 
in Missouri, the occasional ex- 
traordinary athlete—the break- 
away back or outstanding line- 
‘man—was being lured out of 
Minnesota.

Fix It Yourself

Clogged Toilet Bowls. 


NLIKE other plumbing fix- 
U tures in the home, when a 

toilet bowl becomes clogged 
up the chances are that the trou- 
ble is in the bowl itself rather 
than in the drain pipe from the 
bowl to sewer line. Modern toi- 
let bowls have a built-in trap and 
this is the spot where objects are 
likely to get caught and cause 
trouble. 

In most, cases you can clear a 
clogged bowl with a rubber suc- 
tion cup or “plumber's friend” as 
it is called. Place the cup over 
the opening in the bottom of the 
bowl and work the handle up and 
down. Alternate suction and 
pressure created by the cup will 
either pull the object out of the 
trap or force it down into the 
drain pipe. 

If the suction cup doesn't do the. 
trick, try a steel spring auger. 
You can get these at plumbing 
and hardware stores and they are 
a valuable piece of’ equipment to 
have in the home. This gimmick 
consists of a piece of flexible 
steel] with a handle at one end 
and barb ltke projections at the 
other. The end is inserted into 
the trap of the bowl and then the 


handle is turned. Either the au- - 


ger will cut up the obstructions 
so it can pass through the line 
or it will grab hold of it so it can 
be pulled back out of the bowl. 


Chemical drain cleaners are not 
always too effective on a toilet 
bowl because of the nature of the 
obstruction. Solid matter is usu- 
ally the cause and this cannot 
nd readily dissolved by chem- 
icals. 


Many of the new modern inte- 
riors are sans curtains.

Department Is) Expanding Under New Director, 
Who Wants to Make It a Vital Force in the Community

W iceriea its « UNIVERSITY MUSIC DEPARTMENT has 


year. 


The approximate number on the books is 300. This is 


not large in relation to the whole student body, but like the lusty 
squalls of a growing infant, it signifies to those who are listening 


an expanding vitality. 


The prime mover in the depart- 
ment is its director, 34-year-old 
Leigh Gerdine, who came to 
Washington University a year ago 
with a head full of ideas, some of 
which are already being executed. 
He believes this 5 just a begin- 


“We are going to have the best 
department in tre country,” he 
said recently. To reach this goal 
the department must attract an 
enrollment that will give it a po- 
sition of comparable importance 
to the other humanities. It must 
also, in Gerdine’s opinion, become 
a force that will affect the whole 
community; because he is certain 
that the future of musical culture 
in the United States depends on 
the universities. 

The interweaving of university 
musical activities with those of 
the St. Louis area is already in 
the works. The rejuvenated con- 
cert course which was begun with 
a piano recital by Soulima Stra- 
vinsky is open to the public and 
about half of the audience at the 
opening concert were  non-stu- 
dents. Three of the artists who 
will appear on the course—Carl 
Weinrich, organist, Suzanne Bloch, 
lieder singer and Fernando Valen- 
ti, harpischordist—will give lec- 
tures also open to the public. All 
three will speak on aspects of mu- 
sic that are of interest to laymen 
as well as professional musicians. 

Moreover, plans are now being 
made for the joint appearance of 
a university student chorus with 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
at a special concert during the 
present season. And within the 
department itself, which now has 
a faculty of eight, Gerdine has es- 
tablished a course of instruction 
in public school music teaching 
under Dr. Lewis Hilton. 

With the same large end in 
view Geraine has extended his 
extra-curricular activities. He 
was recently chosen director of 
the St. Louis Civic Chorus, which 
though composed of singers from 
the whole area will rehearse at 
the university; and as president 
of the Musicians’ Guild he has 
prepared a program which he 
hopes will build up a strong com- 
munity of interest among the 
members who are mostly music 
teachers. A feature of this pro- 
gram will be talks by the con- 
ductor Dimitri Mitropoulos, the 
eminent pianist Artur Rubinstein 
and the Metropolitan Opera so- 


prano, Ljuba Wel'*‘sch. 

Gerdine is thoroughly aware 
of the continuing economic crisis 
in music; a crisis which may rev- 
olutionize most of the institutions 
that underwrite public perform- 
ances. The way to meet it, he 
believes, is to take an agressive 
posture. He would like to see all 
interested parties — the educa- 
tional institutions, musical organ- 
izations, professional musicians 
and interested laymen—develop a 
propaganda agency that would 


inform the public of what music. 


can mean in practically every- 
body’s life.

66 HAT may sound as if I 
T want to ‘sell’ music as if it 
were a packaged commod- 
ity,” he said. “Well I do, in a 
sense, but it must be music, and 
not a synthetic substitute nor a 
related sideshow. I don’t propose 
to put on a match between lady 
wrestlers during the Brahms 
Requiem. But I should like to see 
an organized campaign that 
would reach the whole public and 
tell those who don’t already know 
just how much they’re missing; 
and with as much art and per- 
Ssuasiveness as could be mustered. 
I read stories about Ned Garver’s 
childhood, what toys he played 
with, how he lost his first tooth, 
etc. I shouldn’t mind if similar 
stories were published about 
Vladimir Golschmann and Harry 
Farbman, who, to say the least, 
have mastered an equally impor- 

tant art.” 

Gerdine 1s certain that the art 
of music is unextinguishable. Like 
many others he foresees the pos- 
sibility that professional music- 
making may have to fall back on 
government subsidies in order to 
survive. Such a development can 
be prevented, he believes, only 
by an application of good old 
“private enterprise.” The need 
for this has already been recog- 
nized by the heads of la.ge indus- 
tries in some American cities. 
But it will have to be general and 
systematic. 

“Private enterprise has done a 
brilliant job in staving off social- 
ism in this country,” he said. “for 
the same reason it shouldn't allow 
us to be pushed into a socialized 
system of music.”’ 

Gerdine came to his present 
position from Miami University 
at Oxford, O., where he was exec- 
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utive secretary of the Music De- 
partment. He was born at Chey- 
enne, Wyo., was graduated as a 
Bachelor of Arts from the Uni- 
versity of North Dakota, then 
went to Oxford University as a 
Rhodes Scholar where he ma- 
jored in music as an _ under- 
graduate. Returning to the United 
States, he received his Ph.D in 
music at the University of Iowa. 

As he was only 23 at the time 
he felt he needed further in- 
struction in his specialty so he 
returned to Oxford and the same 
time studied the piano with Louis 
Kentner, in London. 

His academic career was inter- 
rupted by the war. He enlisted 


in the armed forces as an aviation 
cadet but subsequently went into 
the intelligence service. As an 
officer and a linguist—he speaks 
French, German, Italian and a 
little Russian—he interrogated 
German prisoners in North Africa. 
Later he became an aide to Gen. 
John K. Cannon, of the Air Force, 
in the European Theater. Gerdine 
is unmarried.

Oysters 


Best in Cold 
Weather

HE oyster season opened of- 

ficially Sept. 1. This is ac- 

cording to the tradition that 
oysters should be eaten only in 
the months tha‘ contain the letter 
R. Actually, this favorite shellfish 
can be eaten without harm any 
month of the year. 

Oysters are seldom seen in the 
market, however, before the offi- 
cial season and are not plentiful 
for a month or more. It seems as 
if the colder the water, the better 
the quality of the oyster. A good 
oyster must be plump and full of 
delicate flavor. The best, of course, 
come from freshly opened shells. 
Nothing delights the oyster lover 
more than oysters on the half 
shell served with a highly sea- 
soned sauce and perhaps an extra 
touch of Tabasco on the side. 

Oysters With Mushrooms. 

One pint oysters; milk or cream: 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine; 
3 tablespoons sliced mushrooms; 
3 tablespoons flour; 2 egg yolks; 
1 teaspoon salt; 2 teaspoons lemon 
juice; cayenne. 

Place oysters with liquor in pan 
and cook over low heat just until 
edges of the oysters curl. Drain 
liquor, measure and add milk or 
cream to make 1% cups. Melt 
butter or margarine. Add mush- 
rooms and saute 2 minutes. Stir 


in. flour and when smooth, add ' 


liquor gradually. Stir over low 
heat until sauce thickens. Drop 
egg yolks, one at a time, into 
sauce and blend quickly. Add 
oysters and seasonings. Serve 
over hot biscuits or on toast.

ber bridge. At the latter game, 
the objective is clear: To defeat 
the contract, but at match-points, 
the leader must also keep in 
mind the danger of overtricks. 
Let’s look at a deal from the 
recent Pair Championships at 
Washington, D. C. 
South, dealer. 
East-West vulnerable. 
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Most North-South pairs reached 
the correct contract of three no- 
trump and made it with ease—in 
fact, quite a few pairs scored one 
or more overtricks. In six cases, 
however, North-South elected to 
play at four spades. In five of 
these cases West opened the sin- 
gleton diamond, got a third-round 
ruff, and eventually cashed in the 
heart king to defeat the contract. 

One West, however, playing 
against a four-spade contract, did 
not defeat the contract, and the 
question is whether he was un- 
wise or merely unfortunate. The 
bidding at his table went: 

South West North East 
Pass 2@ Pass 
Pass 3@ Pass 
Pass Pass Pass 


This West, having listened at- 
tentively to the diamond response 
by North and the diamond raise 
by South, could not bring him- 
self to lead the _ singleton—it 
seemed all too likely that this 
lead would “expose” East’s pos- 
sible queen in the suit. Surely, 
West could not hope that East 
had both the ace and queen! So 
West, who had no reason to feel 
that four spades could be licked 
by any lead, opened a club—and 
declarer sailed home. 


At rubber bridge, West could 
be blamed severely for not mak- 
ing the one lead, however desper- 
ate, that would give him a chance, 
but at duplicate, who can say 
that West’s punishment was de- 
served?
